Before cutting any, try sliding the rod all the way in and check the SWR 
with low power on 10m. Perhaps you can operate at least the lower part of 
the SSB band without cutting. 


To cut those whip rods takes a three corner file scratching the rod well all 
around, then clamping it in a vise or vise grip pliers and gripping with 
another vise grip and snapping the rod off. Wear eye protection when doing 
this. 


You can get first approximation to what shortening you will need by seeing 
what ratio the middle of the 11m CB band is to the start of the SSB band on 
10m. 

the percentage frequency difference is what length difference would 
theoretically be needed to be altered, however the coupling effects of the 
loading coil can affect things as well. 


Another no cut idea, is to make up a can with a variable cap in it in series 
with the coax center leads of two coax connectors, place this close to the 
whip base, and tune the cap to electrically shorten the antenna. However 
with a tapped base coil as these whips have, this may affect the match of 
the coax to the coil adversely, so this may not work. If you did not tap up 
on the coil, this would work and was used in old days to get around on 75 m 
with an extra long whip. 


Another no cut method of finding out how much to cut, is to get some piano 
wire or other stiff wire, and sub it for the whip. Start out with the wire 
same length as the whip, and watch 10m ssb band swr go down as you cut a 
quarter inch at a time. AS you get close to desired resonance, you need to 
make cuts of only 1/8 inch. That way, with sacrificial wire, you have not 
lost anything if you goof and over cut during the cut and try with the sub 
whip material. Stiff solid electric wire could also be used in some cases. 
Turn off the rig while cutting! IE do not transmit continuously. 


Once you have the whip length giving a good match, then score the original 
whip and make it that length, but leave some extra for adjustment and 
clamping in the base ferrule.

Several days later I 
took the antenna out and had it five feet above my deck (maybe 12 feet 
above ground level) and I worked French Polynesia qrp from here in St. 
Louis. Is it a dx antenna? No. My butternut HF2V antenna standing 32 
feet tall with mucho mucho radials is much better radiator. Does it 
work. Yes. 


If its all you can fit in that attic or in your available space, go for 
it. I wish I had had one when I lived in a high rise in Chicago. My 200 
ft. height probably would have offset the losses from its small size.

One of the tricks is to measure the reflected power with the regular whip in 
place. Next twist a couple of turns of #14 copper house wire (without 
insulation) around the tip of the whip and extend it an inch or two. 

Measure the reflected power once again and note whether it increases or 


decreases. If the reflected power decreases then you need a longer whip. 
If it goes down then you can start cutting the copper in quarter inch 
increments, measuring reflected power after each cut. If you get to the 
original whip and it is still decreasing use a bench grinder (or file and 
snap - hard way!) to remove quarter inch segments until the reflected power 
reading starts to flatten off. Then switch to 1/8" segments until there is 
no further reduction in two consecutive measurements.

the ones. Had to do with adding a BFO to one. Seems like quite a few of you 
knew quite a lot about them. I recently 
got my hands on a Sony ICF 2003, SW receiver with BFO. Right away, I noticed 
some of the problems that were 
mentioned in that thread. Like the easy tendency towards front end overload. 
I got to wondering : 


If one knew the input Z that the external antenna jack would like to 
see, couldn't you fabricate some Butterworth 
bandpass filters to help the lack of front end selectivity ? Maybe build in 
a step attenuator or two ? I believe the 
overloading problem stems from a lack of front end selectivity ( look at the 
tuning range - how could it have any 
selectivity to speak of ? ) 


As for selectivity suitable for CW, how about a midget transformer to 
match the low Z earphone output to the input 
of an active bandpass filter made from op amps ? ( keep the AF gain control 
down, though ) Drive earphones with 
a LM386 or something. 


Put these goodies in an Altoids tin or two ( some of you really like 
those ) and velcro it to the back of the radio, 
jumper wire to the external antenna jack and earphone jack. Might be 
possible to turn these little entertainment 
grade radios into something halfway useable. Any ideas, anybody ? 


Just a couple thoughts. I won't be able to tinker like that for a while 
; priorities are pass the tests on the 16th, get 
some sort of rig and antenna up, and get my feet wet again after 30 years. 
But I did get W1AW code practice run 
on 20m with the Sony, and that's when I got these ideas. Thought it might 
make for an interesting thread.

I feel I need to clear the air regarding this idea. Personally, I don't 
condone nor condem the idea.

I have a Radio Shack SW-100 which also has the 1/8 ant jack. Mine came 
with a short antenna, which was just about 25 feet of 24 gauge wire 
connected to the center pin of the plug. I have tried various antennas for 
it, and have found that (on mine) anything connected to the ground of the 
plug wipes out the signals. I have even got shocked touching a wire 
connected to the ground that wasn't grounded (still don't know why or how). 
The wiring for the house was backwards (!) at one point, but that's been 
fixed.

FYI, these little RX without a RF gain control can be overloaded pretty 
easy. I now have one with RF Gain control and have used it on a few qso's 
with tuna tin. Before that, I found that looser coupling of the antenna 
helped. I took a cardboard pants hanger tube and wound about 100 turns of 
30# enamel mag wire on it and then varnished it. I put a loop in the end 
and took off the enamel there. I ran that to about 75 feet of 184 stranded 


that went out to the tree. Worked like a charm and I just put that tube 
over the built in antenna and slid it in and out to adjust reception. Hope 
this helps some of you...

When I asked the supplier about the input impedance of my 2001D, I was told 
it was 50 ohms. It's nominal of course, like most receivers.

I've experimented with a DSP on the headphone output. It works very well, 
apart from the RF generated by the DSP board, an ADI EZKIT. 


I've also attached a mixer (TUF-1), a post mixer amp. and a crystal ladder 
filter to the input, with a signal generator driving the mixer. The receiver 
was tuned to the filter frequency, of course, acting as an 8 MHz IF. That 
gave a very narrow bandwidth. With the Rx RF attenuator turned right down it 
worked very well - much better than the basic Rx.

Well ladies, heard a lot about baluns on this list, and their was a lot of 
things said about the joys of either the 4:1 "Voltage" and the 1:1 
"Current" types. You can find the circuits for both in the ARRL Hanbook 
and no-where do they tell you one is better than the other. 


In my measurment of the MFJ garden variety C-L-C tuner I have discovered 
an intersting thing. This tuner is very tolerant of loads that are larger 
than 50 ohms. At loads lower than 50 ohms it sucks! The thing is very 
difficult to adjust, and when adjusted it has high loss. So, if there is a 
way to make loads as high as possible, it should be used. 


MFJ uses a 4:1 balun and it's not the best choice. This balun, when it's 
working, reduces the load impedance by a factor of 4. In other words if 
the balanced feedline had an impedance of 40 ohms, it gives the tuner a 10 
ohm load! The tuner doesn't like that. 


Also the 4:1 balun breaks down under low impedance loads. I was able to 
ground the center point of 2 100 ohm resistors as a balanced load and it 
had zero effect on the tuner. With 2 10 ohm resistors the center point 
shifted all over the map. It changed the SWR of the Vectronics Analyser 
from 1:1 to 6.7:1! 


In summary, let me say without any bias that it is better to have a 1:1 
balun in an MFJ 945B tuner. Why MFJ puts a 4:1 into them is a mystery 
since they are well built and very good tuners. I will look into changing 
mine to 1:1 and perhaps I will learn why MFI uses 4:1...:-) 


Check out my web page for new data that I have gathered. Finally found 
some tuner loss and will talk about that there.

This tuner uses a iron toroid because it's a narrow band device and you 
don't need a wide band toroid. The ZM-2 is NEVER in perfect resonance 
because the transformer must look inductive, but it's close to being in 
resonance. 


Now that I have seen a good ferrite core toroid balun break down under low 
resistance loads the ZM-2 looks a lot better. It was pointed out to me 
that this tuner has it's roots in the Harvey Wells Transmitters of the 
1950's. I do recall this rig always matched a balanced line well without a 
tuner. 


I'm convinced the ZM-2 is a good tuner from measurements made by Bob 
Kellog in 1997. It takes a good balance of over coupling and high Qu to 
get that good performance. I'm sure Emtec has experimented with windings 
and all such things coming up with the ZM-2, but I would like to 
experiment too. Re-invent the wheel. °

This is partly true of W2DU and W1JR baluns, where the inductive cores 
are placed on the exterior of a coaxial transmission line. In these 


cases, the core sees rougly half of the output voltage to the antenna. 
(assuming an antenna symmetric with ground) This voltage will energise 
the core. Hopefully, the impedance of this outer inductance is much 
higher than the antenna feed. In any case, the induced currents in the 
core will be released as heat, if the losses are high. 


For a Guanella balun, core material is important, since the core will see 
the full current flowing to the antenna. 


>It doesn't matter if 
>this is dissipated as heat, we are rid of it and that is that. 


For many types of core materials, heat is a problem, since a little 
heating causes greater losses, and so on until you reach the loss tangent 
point -- at which the core will heat up to the Curie temperature, at 
which point it stops being an inductive core. 


>Now for QRO 
>use, the heat may cause failure in the balun, but at QRP levels, it will not 
>matter. 


If you choose a really poor core material, you could conceivably reach 
Curie temperature with QRP power. 


>The core does not see the feedline current that we are trying to get

>induced magnetic field in the core is zero as a result. 


Not true for a Guanella balun. 


>If we wind the balun

Ferrite has a lower Q than powdered iron at typical frequencies. Of 
course, ferrite has a much higher permeability than powdered iron of the 
same size. Powdered iron can withstand much higher magnetic flux. So, 
there's a trade-off here. You can make a smaller balun with ferrite 
beads, but the powdered iron design might handle larger currents. 


>Who was the expert? You will need more than 4 or 5 beads to make an 
>effective balun. 18 inches or more of beads are required. 


Depends on the type of beads, and the frequency range. I recently built a 
balun for an A3S tribander. I had a bunch of FB-1012-43 (I think that's 
right) beads. These guys were big enough to slip over RG-213, and about 
1.15" long. I got them cheap from a surplus supplier. 


I computed that for a 7-30 MHz balun, I needed about 8-12 beads. I think 
I used 10. The resulting balun is about a foot long. 


Type 43 material isn't optimum for HF. It's impedance (which is almost 
purely resistive) peaks at 200 MHz. It would make a crummy balun for 1.8 
MHz, but does ok at 7 MHz, and works great at 30 MHz. Type 77 material 
would require fewer beads. 


>With bead baluns 

>ferrite is almost required as the permeability must be high. Ferrite has 
>high permeability. High permeability is required as the inductance is only 
>provided by one turn around the core in a bead balun. 


If you have lower permeability of powdered iron, you just need more beads 
/ cores. It just makes the whole business bigger. One benefit of powdered 
iron is a much higher tolerable magnetic flux. 


>With multiple turns, 

>as with a toroid or rod, the inductance goes as nx*2 so a much lower 
>permeability core can be used to obtain the same inductance. These lower 
>permeability cores usually have lower losses. 


One reason to consider at W1JR design, especially for QRP. 


With sufficient turns, a W1JR balun would work fine on a Powdered iron 
core -- even the ubiquitious T200-2 (red mix) core. 


>Again, you won't lose any 
>power as the cores only act on the unwanted common mode currents. 


Core loss is still a consideration. You can reduce loss by increasing the 


size of the core, or increasing the number of turns. (Raising the 
impedance, which losses the current in the core) 


One mitigating factor is not to have too many turns. Inter-turn 
Capacitance causes the self-resonant frequency of the inductor to drop as 
you add turns. As you get above the parallel-resonant frequency of the 
inductor, it's reactance becomes increasingly capacitive. Near the 
series-resontant frequency, it stops acting as a balun. 


As for core size, the biggest ferrite core you can commonly get is the 
FT240. Amidon does sell very large powdered iron cores, such as the T5000. 
They get expensive when they get big, though.

I think the confusion comes from some abstract thinking 
that 450 ohm open wire line is actually 450 ohms on a multiband antenna.

> Bill your not being careful with your definitions. I like the 
>Engineering approach that breaks the whole into parts that are more easy 
>to study and understand. So here is what I like: 

1. Antanna 

2. Antenna feed point. 


3, Feed Line 


4. Antenna Tuner 


VVVV VV VV VV 


5. Radio 


Consider components 1-4 as the "antenna system". It doesn't matter what 
the impedance of component 1 is, if the tuner properly matches it, you 
have a conjugate match throughout -- a resonant antenna system. 


The only remaining issue is loss within each component 1-4 of the antenna 
system. 


> Now look at a simple dipole in space that is 1/2 wavelength and 

>fed at the center. While it's true the feed point impedance is a pure 
>resistance, this does NOT define that it's a 1/2 wave dipole in space. 

> 

> The feed line should be balanced since the antenna is balanced. We 
>should use 70 ohm open line to best match the antenna. But then you need 
>the antenna tuner to match the 70 ohms balanced to 50 ohms unbalanced. 

> 

> Now in Real conditions the impedance of the dipole feedpoint will 
>drop to near 50 ohms and so you can feed it with 50 ohm coax. You should 
>put a balun at the feed point which can be 4 small ferrite beads slipped 
>over the coax. Your radio will load this antenna fine and it will radiate 
>a good signal launched at about 30 degrees above the horizon. 


You lost me at the 4 small ferrite beads. That may or may not constitute 
a good balun, depending on the size, type and composition of the beads at 
the intended operating frequency (and power), as well as the impedances 
of the system. 


> A 100 foot wire fed at the center with 450 ohm feedline will in 
>general be mis-matched at the antenna and at the radio so you must have an 
>antenna tuner to match the impedance at the tuner input to 50 ohms 
>resisive at the output. 


Didn't you have an antenna tuner (component 4) in the example above? 


>If you do nothing at the antenna then the feedline 


>will have a very high swr and it will radiate, and to some extent heat up 
>at points where the impedance is very low. 


NO, no, no, no, no, no, no! 


High SWR does NOT cause feedline radiation. Feedline radiation is caused 
by imbalances in the currents for open wire or coax (in coax you find 
them as common-mode currents). If you have balanced feedline currents, 
you'll have nearly nil feedline radiation -- regardless of the SWR. 


As regards heating -- heating can only occur where there is loss. Since 
the loss of open wire is small compared to coax, we don't care as much 
about SWR. Loss is magnified by SWR due to reflections. But it's quite 
interesting that you can have an open wire feedline with a high SWR that 
actually has LESS loss than coax driving a perfectly matched antenna. 


>This loss is small in open wire 

>feedlines at HF frequencies. It can, and often does cause high voltage RF 
>to appear at the antenna tuner, which can cause rf feedback to mikes and 
>other things near the tuner. 


This is a new one on me. The TUNER doesn't cause rf feedback. Perhaps the 
FEEDLINE is coupling to other things in the shack. If that's a problem, 
move the tuner outside the shack, or use a remote balun. 


> Again, if we look at a resonant dipole, if you feed that with 450 
>ohm line, your putting a large mis-match 450/50 = 9:1 swr at the feed 
>point. 


Two points. If you have a resonant dipole perfectly matched to 50 ohms -- 
why not feed it with coax? You're setting up the problem to make open 
wire look bad. The SWR will be even worse if you use 600 ohm open wire. 
But the losses may be even lower, since 600 ohm open wire was less loss 
than 450 ohm window line. 


Second point. We typically advocate the use of open wire with 
non-resonant antennas. That 100 foot doublet isn't self-resonant on any 
ham band. So, it isn't a perfect 50 ohms to start with. Ironically, it is 
probably a closer match to the 450 or 600 ohms. 


>Depending on the length of the feed line, the impedance at the 
>antenna tuner can be very high to very low. This puts a huge load on the 
>tuner. 


Please define "huge load" used in this context. 


So long as the tuner can properly match the impedance involved, there's 
no problem with putting a "huge load" on the tuner. It's relatively easy 


to make a low-loss tuner to match a wide variety of impedances. 


I think you're getting bent out of shape due to SWR and weird impedances. 
The key to antenna efficiency is minimizing LOSS, not getting perfect SWR 
or 50ohm impedances. 


> The G5RV, named after it's designer the late G5RV, is as he wrote 
>not a very good antenna but it is easy to load on 20 meters where it's 
>resonant, and also on all other Ham bands from 80 to 10 meters. This 
>antenna is in wide use because a coax to coax tuner will work. 


It certainly will, but if fed with open wire, it will have far less loss, 
and be a lot more efficient. 


>He defines 
>a 300 ohm feedline as 29 feet long which seems to keep the impedance 
>matches within a resonable bounds. 


The 300 ohm feedline helps to match the extended double zepp at 20m, but 
it really doesn't do much on the other bands. 


> I like a 40 meter dipole that has switches at points that shorten 
>the dipole so it's resonant at 30, 20, 17 and 15 meters, fed with 50 ohm 
>coax with a balun at the feed point. A tuner is not required on any band. 


That certainly works. However, when you change bands, you have to go flip 
the switches.
